gives the moro exact results because in ob- 
serving contacts tho measurements aro be-

DEAR Sir.:— -Your note of tho 29tli tilt., 


is just received with the enclosure, a slip 
from the Jnnesvillo Gnzettc, of tho 28th 
of November, headed "Figures that do 
not lie." 
Of course tho editor was not I 


awnro that thoso particular figures do lio j 
shockingly, as Governor Dinfilo.v showed . 
when thoy first appeared. It is wonder- j 
ful how industrious tiuil pereistout our j 
auti-tomperanco friends are in rilling tho 
graves o£ lies Jong ago liuntod to earth 
and now rotten as these particular lies 
are exhumed by the Janesvillo Gazette. 


Now I cannot spend time to go all over 


the ground again, to show how it is that 
these figures lie, but I can briefly state 
the case so as to satisfy any candid per- 
son as to the facts. The editor of the 
Gazette is not disposed to believe "Gen- 
eral Neal Dow and Blaiue aud Governor 
Diugley and Senator Hale," but he does 
believe "a resident of Janesvilie (anouy- 
.mous) who, traveling in Maine two years 
ago, 
* 
* * ascertained how many 


places in a certain town (nameless) he 
visited, sold intoxicating liquors, and the 
number was found to be about 30." 
And 


tho editor gravely puts forward tho '"tes- 
timony" ot this nameless somebody as to 
a certain nameless town, to rebut the 
ealimony of Dow, 
Blaine, Dinglcy and 


Hale. 


Now what have these men said, that 


their testimony should be confronted by 
this nameless person ? That no liquors 
are sold in Maine in violation t>£ law? 
Not one of them has ever said that, but 
the exact contrary. They say liquors are 
sold on the sly and on a small scale in the 
larger towns and cities, but that in all

fourths of our population. One of our 
leading daily republican papers, a few 
weeks ago said: "In a large part of our 
territory an entire generation of people 
has grown up practically ignorant of al- 
cohol and of its effects." 
\Vo formerly 


had distilleries and breweries in tho state, 
many of them, some of them very large, 
running night and day, now there is not 
one iu Maine and lias'uot been for many 
years. Wo used to have imported every 
year;many cargoes of West India rum, 
but there has not been even one puncheon 
imported for many years, so that now, we 
say the quantity of liquor sold in the 
state in violation of law, is not more than 
one-twentieth of its former amount. 


The secret liquor dens uc,w existing iu 


our larger towns owe their continuance 
to some small deficiencies m our law, 
which tbo republican party is pledged to 
supply at the next session of our legisla- 
ture, and in six months Jfrom this date, 
let the anonymous gentleman of Junes 
ville come to Maine and visit that same 
anonymous town and then tell tho edi- 
tor of tho Gazette about the rum dens 
there.

In 185S there was a 
popular voto on the question and tho re- 
sult was more than 2-1 to 1 m favor of 
prohibition, and it stands to-day oven 
stronger in tho estimation of tho people. 


Need I say any more? This ought to 


be and must bo cqnclusivo of tho whole 
question iu tho mind of every candid and 
unprejudiced person.

Morning Star, which pliea between this city 
and the plantation landings below the city, as 
far down as tbe river quarantine station sixty 
miles below, at 0 o'clock yesterday morning 
exploded her boilers, near Bellairo planta- 
tion, 
whereby 
fifteen 
lives 
were 
lost 


or tho injured persons so badly scalded 
that their lives are despaired of. Tho boat 
was about one hundred yards from the shore 
at the timo, and thirteen persons jumped over- 
board. 
Of thoso ten wero drowned, while

From every quar- 
ter and in regard to all grades of schools 
we have the same cry, that the health 
of pupils cannot endure thu strain that 
is put upon them. Young children who 
ought to bo exercising their limbs and 
muscles are put through a rigid course 
of studies during the day, conlinod 
usually for six hours in the school- 
room, and when these nre over arc re- 
quired to carry home a pile of books 
with which, to tax their weary brains 
during the evening. 
Wo know of ono

while awake, and while dreaming, upon 
tho problems in history or geography 
or arithmetic, or some other branch, 
which are given to her to solve during 
the interval between one day's exorcise 
and another. Too many studios and 
too many hours arc assigned to those 
of tender years. 


The higher schools are pursuing tho 


sumo injudicious course.. 
Wo have iu 


mind one first-class iiisLiiution of which 
we have heard the remark so often 
made, as to have become it proverb, thai 
the young ladies break down iu health 
before they complete the course. 
Boys 


may find a, counteracting inlliicnco in 
the" buoyancy of their spirits and their 
fondness for out-door exercise, though 
even boys are sometimes crowded with 
study beyond their power of endurance; 
but the danger is very great with young 
girls and young ladies that in pressing 
them too closely with study the fruit of 
intellectual development will bo lost in 
their physical powers giving way, if 
not in their death. 


The fault is generally with teachers 


who are ambitious to advance their 
pupils and to advance their own reputa- 
tion: but parents who see their children 
wilting under such a process should 
remonstrate at once, and if this docs 
not avail should withdraw them from 
such influences. 
Knowledge is dearly 


bought at thu price of health and at 
the cost of a ruined physical constitu-

The 1'roKruaa "f Uiw Trial (>t Itnrtlfy 


V lllloiul for tlie Jlurdrr of Captain 
V.'ni. K. I'HKh. of JUactne. 
We continue the testimony iu the Ra- 


cine murder case from yesterday after- 
noon, until recess at noon to-day, giving 
that portion which is oE any interest to 
the readers of the Gazette : 


John Kowan, the officer who arrested 


Clifford, was the first witness after the 
noon recess yesterday. He testified that 
the defendant approached him as witness 
ran into the hotel office, saying: "I sur- 
render to you"; and holding his revolver 
towards witness on his open palm, with 
the barrels towards himself. The prisoner 
asked for his overcoat, and it being pro- 
cured, he accompanied tho officer to jail. 
Tho witness detailed the conversation 
between himself! and the prisoner on the 
way to the jail, in which the defendant 
said that Pugh tried to force him down 
stairs; and he wasn't going to be handled 
in that way by a man twice as big as he 
was. He inquired how badly Pugh was 
hurt, and said, "My God, I hope he isn't 
hurt much." 


John Augustine testified as to occur- 


rences iu the hotel preceding the shoot- 
ing, and Mrs. Margaret Hughes, sister of 
Captain Pugh, produced all the articles 
found in the dead man's pockets, when 
lie was brought to her house after the 
shooting. 
There was a silver tobacco 


box with the inscription, "ToCapt. Wm' 
R. Pagh, from Reddie," handsomely en- 
graved upon the lid, aud on the bottom 
a vessel, the "Rainbow," two pearl han- 
dled pen knives, a bunch of keys, a trade 
dollar and sixty-five cents in silver and 
pennies. 


Byron Ketchingmau testified as to the 


actions aud conversation of Clifford and 
Pugh in the hotel before tho shooting, 
and Clarence Snyder, justice of tho peace1 


•who reduced to writing the dying man's 
statement, was next called. 


The ante-mortem statement was then 


read iu evidence. Tho following is tho 
document, tha passages in brackets being 
excluded by the court. 


"I, William R. Pugh, belicveiug that I 


cannnot recover from tho wounds I have 
received, and that death must result from 
them, mako this my dying statement: "I 
made a bet of 31T5 on Hig-gie last n-.ght. 
I won. He, Fid Simpson, wutildu't give 
up the money unless Clifford, tho man I 
bet with would consent ; I went up stairs 
to get Clifford to bring him down to the 
room where Simpson was ; I went up to 
call him aud I asked him to come down, 
and ho wouldn't come: I took hold of 
him and asked him to come down, and ho 
wouldn't do it: we had a little fuss there 
and he pulled out a revolver and com- 
menced banging away at me; ho fired 
four shots; [he had no provocation at all 
to shoot me] I , 'never touched him: go 
look at him.there ain't a mark on him; 1 
had no revolver [I never curry a revolver; 
got one in my trunk; been there seven 
years, never carried ir,; I I then went down 
stairs and felt faint at bottom of stairs; 
Clifford shot me; I believe I have not 
long to live."

counsel tho dying statement of Pugh, or 
to let them, soe tho evidence taken by 
him on the coroner's inquest. 


Mr. F. W. Bruce, clerk of tlie Racine 


county circuit court, was sworn as to 
some

matters, 
and 
Charles 


Troy, 
who 
was 
"part 
stake- 


holder" of some of Clifford's bets, testi- 
fied that Clifford told him "like a man'' 
to pay over tho money to the parties who 
had won, which he did. 
He also swore 


to the familiar fact that Clifford "refused 
to lot Simpson, who held Pugli's money, 
pay that bet, and detailed at length the 
movements and conversation of tho par- 
ties at the hotel, and the testimony cf 
Chas. Dietrich in regard to thejlast men- 
tioned matter was also given. 


The witnesses so far agee substantially 


as to what took place in the hotel before 
the shooting— that Pugh argued with 
Clifford in the barroom of the hotel with- 
out either apparently getting angry, and 
that Pugh left Clifford to cffll Simpson, 
tho 
stake-holder, whereupon 
Clifford 


went up stairs into the hotel office, say- 
mi; that he was going to bed, that Pugh 
returned 
and 
followed! 
him 
up: 


that 
there was 
a 
sound

chairs being shoved across the floor, and 
a scuffling of feet, presumably the result 
of the sudden getting out of the way of 
the crowd at the sight of ttie revolver, 
followed by four shots; and that Captain 
Pugh then came down the stairs, holding 
the stump of a cigar between the fingers 
of his right liand, a'nd his left hand 
pressed on his abdomen, while JClifl'ord, 
revolver in hand, stood at the head of the 
stairs watching his descent. 
The wit' i 


nesses who rushed up immediately found 
tho oflico deserted, but the dining room 
door opened far enough for some valor- 
ous person to say that "He'd gone into 
tho hall," which led to the wash room 
aud also out into the back yard, and that 
Clifford just then appeared coming from 


that hall and gave himself and his revolv- 
er up. 


The testimony thus far has been very 


UDSitiaCactory, for the reason that none 
of the witnesses called saw all the shoot- 
ing. The fact appears to be that as soon 
as the revolver appeared and the first 
shot was fired, there was a general stam - 
pede of everyboiy in the vicinity. As 
one. witness graphically expressed it— 
"the door wasn't half big enough to let 
the crowd out." This morning George R. 
Knowies, William Frank Hosmer and 
Clarence P. Cross were examined as wit- 
nesses. Clarence P. Cross testified that 
he ran up stairs and saw the last shot 
fired. Knowies testified as to his being 


at the Higgius house just before the 
shooting took place; that he heard Cap- 
tain Pagh say, while he was dowu stairs, 
"By G—I will bring him down and make 
him settle." He heard the shots, but did 
not see tho shooting. W. H. Hosmer, the 
night clerk of the Higgins house, testi- 
fied as to Clifford coming to the hotel to 
register, and that he saw him fire the first 
shot, when Pugh was eight or ten feet 
from the prisoner; the witness at »nce 
ran into the reading room to get out of 
the way, and heard the other shots, but 
did aot see them.
